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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 


1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. v 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Starostovic Jr. 
(U.S. Patent 5,699,274). 

Starostovic discloses a material testing machine having a load mechanism for 
applying load to a test piece, sensor for detecting information regarding a load 
cause by the load mechanism and information regarding a condition of the test 
piece accordance with the load, and a computer electrically connected to the 
sensor for receiving output from the sensor and processing data of the test 
information, an outside provider electrically connected to the computer, 
information electrically connected to the outside provider for receiving output of 
the computer through the outside provider (col. 2-3, lines 41-30, col. 4, lines 46- 
56, fig. 1,9) 


2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived 
by the manner in which the invention was made. 

a. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Starostovic Jr. (U.S. Patent 5,699,274) in view of Hala (U.S. Patent 6,026,348). 

Starostovic discloses a system including the subject matter discussed in claim 1 
except the use of web site as the outside provider and to update information, 
Hala disclose such application (col. 1 1 , lines 23-29), for convenient and easy 
access using the internet and web site combination. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Starostovic to have the use of web site as the 
outside provider and to update information on the website taught by Hala in 
order to be more convenient and easy access using internet. 

b. Claim 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Starostovic Jr. (U.S. Patent 5,699,274), Hala (U.S. Patent 6,026,348) and further 
in view of Wirth (U.S. patent 6,370,482). 
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The combination of Starostovic and Hala disclose a system including the subject 
matter discussed in claim 1 and 2 except the use of electronic mail. Wirth 
discloses such application for automatic diagnosis system and data collection 
system (fig, 3, lines 9, lines 35-40). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify Starostovic and Hala to have the use of electronic 
mail taught by Wirth in order to be more convenient updating data at a remote 
system.
